Memorandum on the Rainfall of June and July and the 

Probable Amount during August and September 1959 

1. WEATHER IN INDIA IN JUNE AND JULY 

June — Persistent heavy rains leading to devastating floods 
in Assam, the delayed establishment of the monsoon along 
the West coast and the formation of a severe cyclonic 
storm in the Arabian Sea and of another cyclonic storm 
in the Bay of Bengal were the chief features of the month’s 
weather. 

The southwest monsoon had advanced into the Andaman 
Sea and the adjoining southeast Bay of Bengal between 
25th and 27th May, into the Comorin Maldives areas on 
the 30th May and into south Kerala on 31st. 

The Bay branch of the monsoon was active over the 
central and northeast Bay of Bengal off the Arakan coast 
on the 5th and 6th June. The monsoon advanced into Assam 
on the 14th and remained active there till about the 24th, 
causing persistent and fairly widespread rain with some 
heavy to very heavy falls. Cherrapunji recorded 44 cms. of 
rain on 14th, 50 cms. on 16th and 47 cms. on 21st. Due to 
these continuous heavy rains the water level in rivers of 
Assam rose rapidly and burst their banks at several places, 
particularly in the districts of Kamrup, Cachar, Lakhimpur 
and Sibsagar. 

The Arabian Sea branch of the monsoon advanced 
northwards upto south Konkan on the 6th but gradually 
weakened afterwards. A cyclonic storm which was first 
declared as a depression off Bombay on the 25th morning 
moved northwestwards reaching the neighbourhood of 
Jiwani on the 29th morning by which time it had deve- 
loped into a severe cyclonic storm. Under its influence, the 


Arabian Sea branch of the monsoon current which had 
remained feeble upto 20th rapidly strengthened and ex- 
tended northwards, establishing itself over the Konkan, 
south Gujarat and south Saurashtra by the 26th morning. 

By the 1st July both the branches of the monsoon cur- 
rents advanced rapidly and established themselves over 
the entire Union territory except Jammu & Kashmir, 
Himachal Pradesh, the Punjab (I) and West Rajasthan. 
This was brought about by the second cyclonic storm 
which travelled from Central Bay of Bengal to the 
neighbourhood of Ratlam in West Madhya Pradesh from 
27th evening to the 1st July morning; it had crossed the 
north Orissa coast on the 29th evening as a severe cyclone 
and moved in a northwesterly to westnorthwesterly direc- 
tion through its entire travel. 

The total rainfall for the month of June was in large 
excess in coastal Andhra Pradesh, Rayalaseema, the Madras 
State and Interior Mysore and in slight to moderate excess 
in the Bay Islands, the Konkan, Telangana, coastal Mysore, 
Kerala and the Arabian Sea Islands. It was normal in 
Assam, Sub-Himalayan West Bengal, Bihar Plateau, east 
Rajasthan, Maharashtra and Vidarbha, in slight to mode- 
rate defect the rest of northeast India, in the Punjab (I), 
west Rajasthan, Madhya Pradesh, Gujarat and Saurashtra 
and Kutch and in large defect in Uttar Pradesh. Data for 
Jammu and Kashmir are incomplete. 

July — The month was characterised by well distributed 
rainfall over most of the country and a spell of very heavy 
rains in Jammu and Kashmir, and in Saurashtra and Kutch, 
in association with a series of depressions and low pres- 
sure systems which traversed the belt extending from 
north Orissa and the adjoining parts of Bihar Plateau and 
West Bengal to Kutch and south Rajasthan. 

The remnants from the cyclonic storm of the previous 
month, which was near Ratlam on 1st July, finally merged 
into the seasonal low by the 5th evening and this caused 
vigorous monsoon along and off the Sind-Kathiawar- 
Konkan Coast and in Gujarat. Saurashtra and Kutch. 
‘Ahmedabad recorded 13 cms. of rain on the 2nd. 

A depression developed in the Bay of Bengal on 3rd 
July, moved over to the region of Punjab (I) by the 8th 
by which time it had diffused into a shallow low pressure 
area which later shifted further eastwards over the hills 
on the 9th. In association with it, the monsoon advanced 
into Himachal Pradesh, the Punjab (I), Jammu and 
Kashmir and west Rajasthan, thereby establishing itself 
over the whole country. A few heavy to very heavy falls 
were reported from Jammu and Kashmir, Himachal 
Pradesh and the . Punjab-Kumaon hills on 4th and 
5th. Jammu reported 28 cms. of rain on 5th. Accord- 
ing to newspaper reports, the heavy rain caused serious 
floods in Jammu and Kashmir, immersing almost the 
entire central vallev of Kashmir under flood waters. 

A second depression which formed on the 10th evening 
over Sunderbans Coast crossed the entire breadth of the 
country emerging into Northeast Arabian Sea on the 
early morning of 15th. Fairly widespread rainfall occurred 
in Gangetic West Bengal and Bihar Plateau on the 10th 
and 11th. in Madhya Pradesh on the 12th and 13th causing 
floods there and in Gujarat, Saurashtra and Kutch on the 
14th and 15th. A few of the rainfall amounts were: 
Umaria 18 cms. on 11th, Mandla 21 cms. on 12th, Kannod 
(west Madhya Pradesh) 21 cms., Hoshangabad 20 cms. and 
Indore 18 cms. on 13th; Bhuj had an all time record rain- 
fall of 47 cms. on 15th. 

During the period 16th to 22nd July monsoon remained 
generally active and well distributed rainfall occurred 
over most parts of the country. 

A shallow low pressure area appeared over south Rajas- 
than and the adjoining areas of north Gujarat on the 22nd, 
then weakened into a trough of low pressure over lower 
Sind and Kutch and finally merged with the seasonal low 
over West Pakistan by 26th. Under its influence, the 
monsoon current strengthened over the Konkan, Gujarat, 
Saurashtra and Kutch, where a few heavy to very heavy 
falls were recorded. Palampura (Gujarat) reported 17 cms. 
of rain on 25th. 

The fifth and the last low pressure system appeared 
over south Orissa and neighbourhood and moved slowly 
towards west Rajasthan from 23rd morning to 29th. In 
association with it, the monsoon showed sustained activity 
over the region extending from Orissa to Saurashtra and 
Kutch, being particularity vigorous over Saurashtra and 
Kutch on the 27th. A few heavy falls from 15 to 20 cms. 
in 24 hours were recorded on different dates during the 
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period along the west coast, in Andhra Pradesh, Jammu 
and Kashmir, Himachal Pradesh and the Punjab-Kumaon 
hills. As a result of this heavy rain, floods were reported 
from various parts of the country, particularly from coast- 
al Andhra Pradesh, Mysore State, the Punjab (I) and 
Saurashtra and Kutch during the last week of the month. 

The total rainfall for the month of July was in large 
excess in the Bay Islands, Jammu and Kashmir, west 
Rajasthan, Gujarat, Saurashtra and Kutch, Telangana and 
Kerala and in slight to moderate excess in east Rajasthan, 
west Madhya Pradesh, the Konkan, Maharashtra, coastal 
Madhya Pradesh, Rayalaseema and Mysore State. It was 
normal in Orissa, east Madhya Pradesh, Vidarbha, west 
Uttar Pradesh and the Punjab (I) and in slight to mode- 
rate defect in Assam, West Bengal, Bihar, east Uttar 
Pradesh, the Madras State and the Arabian Sea Islands. 

June and July combined — The monsoon arrived in 
Kerala near about the usual date. Its further northward 
progress was however delayed by nearly two weeks. It 
finally established itself along the entire west coast by 
26th June. It advanced rapidly and established itself over 
the entire country by 8th of July under the influence of 
a cyclonic storm in the Bay of Bengal and later a depres- 
sion from the Bay. Subsequently, its activity was main- 
tained over most parts of the country, under the influence 
of a series of depressions and low pressure sysems which 
traversed, in rapid succession, the belt extending from 
north Orissa and adjoining Bihar Plateau and West Bengal 
to Kutch and South Rajasthan. 

The monsoon caused heavy rains and consequential 
floods in Assam during the third week of June, in Jammu 
and Kashmir during the first week of July, in Saurashtra 
and Kutch by the middle of July and in coastal Andhra 
Pradesh by the last week of July, Bhuj had an all-time 
record rainfall of 47 cms. on 15th July. 

The total rainfall during the months of June and July 
was in large excess in the Bay Islands, west Rajasthan, 
Gujarat, Saurashtra and Kutch, coastal Andhra Pradesh, 
Rayalaseema, south Interior Mysore and Kerala and in 
slight to moderate excess in east Rajasthan, the Konkan, 
Maharashtra, Telangana, coastal Mysore and north Interior 
Mysore. It was normal in Bihar Plateau, Madhya Pradesh, 
Vidarbha, the Madras State and the Arabian Sea Islands, 
in slight defect in Assam, Sub-Himalayan West Bengal, 
Orissa, west Uttar Pradesh, and the Punjab (I) and in 
moderate defect in Gangetic West Bengal, Bihar Plains and 
east Uttar Pradesh. 

Data for Jammu and Kashmir are incomplete. 

The following table gives for each sub-division of India 
the total rainfall during the period, its departure from 
normal and the percentage departure from normal.

2. CONDITIONS HAVING INFLUENCE ON THE RAINS 
OF AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER 1959 

A foreshadowing of the monsoon rainfall of June to 
September was issued early in June. Recent data have 
been examined to see if any useful supplementary fore- 
shadowing for the remainder of the season can now be 
given. The relevant data are the following : 

Indian Pressure in July — In July pressure was slightly 
above normal in the sub-Himalayan regions, Bihar Plateau 
and Assam and generally below normal elsewhere over 
the country with the max. negative departures over Gujarat 
and Saurashtra. 

Indian Ocean pressure in July — At Mauritius, pressure 
was in excess of the normal by 1.55 mb. 

Java Rain — The monthly rainfall departures from October 

1958 to February 1959 were +14 per cent, 0 per cent, +56 
per cent, +3 per cent and +19 per cent respectively. 

South Rhodesia rain — Rainfall from October 1958 to April 

1959 was in defect by 43.2 mm. 

South American pressure — Pressure departures were as

3. INFERENCES FROM THE DATA 

In foreshadowing the August and September rainfall 
in the Peninsula [taken to consist of Bombay State, 
Madhya Pradesh (excluding the old Madhya Bharat, 
Bhopal and Vindhya Pradesh areas), Interior Mysore North, 
Coastal Mysore (excluding South Kanara), ,and Telan- 
gana], the chief factors in the order of decreasing reli- 
ability as judged from the available data are Mauritius 
Pressure, Pressure distribution in India, Java Rain and 
South Rhodesia Rain. Of the factors, South Rhodesia Rain 
is indifferent, Indian Pressure is moderately favourable 
and Java Rain and Mauritius Pressure and very unfavour- 
able. The statistical analysis indicates that there is a four 
to one chance that the total rainfall of August and Sep- 
tember 1959 in the Peninsula will be below 103 per cent 
of the normal. 

For Northwest India [taken to consist of the Uttar 
Pradesh, the Punjab (I), Himachal Pradesh, Delhi and 
Rajasthan], the factors used in the order of decreasing 
reliability, as judged by the available data are Indo- 
Gangetic River Discharges, South American Pressure, 
South Rhodesia Rain, Indian Pressure and Punjab Tempe- 
rature Range. This year Indian Pressures is favourable. 
South Rhodesia Rain is slightly favourable, Punjab Tem- 
perature Range is slightly unfavourable and South 
American Pressure and Indo-Gangetic River Discharges 
are unfavourable. There is a four to one chance that the'* 
August-September rainfall of this year in Northwest India 
will be below 112 per cent of the normal. 

4. SUMMARY 

The total rainfall of August and September 1959 is likely 
to be normal or in slight defect in the Peninsula and about 
normal in Northwest India.
